LaSalle Council Sets 
1953 Rate at 35 Mills 


Subject to approval by the On- 
tario Department of Municipal 
Affairs in Toronto, LaSalle 
Town Council has struck their 
1953 mill rate at 53 mulls on the 
dollar for public school support- 
ers and 49 mills for separate 
school supporters. 


The general mill rate, that set 
by council for the operation of 
town departments is 35 mills, an 
increase of three mills over the 
1952 rate. The public school 
board will be collecting 18 mills 
while the Separate school has a 
levy of 14 mills. 


Residents in the St. Paul area 
who pay their taxes through the 
LaSalle Town Hall are to pay 
67 mills on the dollar this year. 
Their school tax of 32 mills is 
only three mills lower than 
council's general rate of 35. 

Total assessment for the year 
is $1,076,770, 


‘The three-mill increase in the 
general levy is necessitated by 
increased payments to Ess¢x 
County and th Windsor Subur- 
ban High School Board. In 
1952, $6,417.79 was paid to the 
county; this year it will be 
$7,191.0n, an increase of ap-
